Although the game originated 
in Japan, its worldwide appeal led to a U.S. release—and some 
changes were made to the game’s character names and cultural 
references to reach American fans. For a closer match with the 
game, we’ve followed the game adapters’ choice to localize 
many of the original Japanese references. But for the entertain- 
ment and edification of curious readers, here’s some insight into 
the original Japanese. 


Peanut butter and jelly 
sandwiches, page 47 

In the original Japanese, this 
man was complaining that his 
wife always made him “Japa- 
nese flag lunch boxes.” A typical 
Japanese lunch box has rice 
with some other side dishes, 
like fish or tamagoyaki (fried 
egg). A Japanese flag lunch 
box is just white rice with one 
red pickled plum in the center, 
making the whole lunch look 
like the Japanese flag. It’s very 
simple to make but plain and 
not especially tasty.

Cherry blossoms, or sakura, are a popular 
symbol of Japan and are even represented 
on Japanese currency. The trees are also 
excellent for making promises under.
